Harrisou Watson, Canadian Trade 
Commissianer at London in bis an- 
nual report, “which indicates 4 
marked decrease of Canadian ex. 
ports to England doring the past 
year.” 

The Customs revenue for Octo- 
ber decreased by nearly $1,500,000 
as compared with the same month 
last year, « dropping off of $50,000 
a day. 

During the eight months of the 
present year the customs revenue 
ngeeregated $75,001,109 as compared 
with $76,035,075 during the same 
eight months of 1912. These are 
figures given out by the Castoms| 
Department, with every possible | 
effort to minimize their signifi- 
cance. i 

There is every probability that 
the decreased revenue for October 
will be increasingly continued dur- 
ing the winter months, since the 
bulk of importations occur during 
the summer navigation season. It 
is more than probuble that the end 
of the -year will witness 4 decrease 
in customs revenue of $10,000,000, 


The Minvister of Finance is now 
floating in London a loan of $20,. 
000,000. Half of this will be used 
to pay treasury bills—paying ‘lebts 
with bottowed money. The test 
will be.used. to replenish the al- 
most empty. treasury, and of course 
a good giice of it will go to Mac. 
kenzie and Mann as part of their 
$15,000,000 gift. 

During the last 12 months Hon. 
Mr. White has gone to London to 
borrow the astonishing total of 
$45,000,000. “He lias had to pay 
over four per cent for every dollar 
of it. The interest ou borrowings 
for this year alone amounts to $1,- 
800,000. The last loan of $20,000, - 
000 at four per cent had to be sold 
at 97, which means nearly 4} 
per cent interest. This is practi- 
cally one per cent higher interest 
than Hon. Mr, Fielding ever had 
to pay. By the end of the fiscal 
yeur, Canada's debt will be iucreas- 
ed by probably $30,000,000—with 
a peimanent additional charge of 
$1,200,000 a year for interest.

WORSE THAN WASTE 


When, a couple.of weeks ago, 
stories began to leak out about 
gross mismanagement and waste in 
connection with the Government 
work at Port Nelson on Hudson 
Bay, a rush was made to cover the 
matter up under blank official de- 
nials, with Hon. Frank Cochrané 
as the chief denier. But the truth 
would not down, and as time goes 
on it becomes more and more ap- 
parent that the Government has 
worse than bungled the very com- 
menceiment of the first important 
piece of work they have underta- 
ken during their two years of pow- 
er. Now Captain Robertson of the 
steamer “‘Alette which was chart- 
ered by the Government, unable to 
unload at Port Nelson and wrecked 
on the ice, has given a signed state- 
ment of conditions at the Hndson 
Bay “terminal” which shows that 
the position is worse than was im- 
ayined. — 

Captain Robertson declares that 
the original reports of the terrible 

nditions at Port Nelson were al- 
together too modest. His ship ar. 
rived at Port Nelson on ‘September 
14th after considerable trouble with 
ice in Hudson Strait. At Port 
Nelson their real troubles began 
with the discovery that although 
the different channels had been ac- 
curately charted, the Marine De- 
partment had either placed buoys 
wrong or not placed them at all. 
It was owing to this, Captain Rob- 
ertaon stutes, that the Government 
steamship ‘‘Cearense”’ was wrecked 
with so much loss, and his owh 
ship was almost wrecked -at the 
same spot, while groping around 
for the channel. 

On reaching the “port” the ‘“Al- 
ette” had to anchor eizht miles 
away owing to shallow water. to- 
gether with a smull fleet of other 
vessels tied up for the same reason 
There was only one small lighter 
to unload these ships, with the re- 
sult that all were lying idle. Fin- 
“Alette’s” deck load of

JT was almost beart broken be- 
cause it was part of a set, ond | was 
afraid I could not replace it, and even 
if 1 could I did not feel thot 1 could 
afford to do so. 

One of my friends told me sbe bad 
been ésuecessful in mending sevetal 
pieces of old china which were treas- 
ured heirlooms with plaster of paris 
and gum arable. Make a thick sotn- 
tlon of gum arabic and water and into 
it put the plaster until the mixture be- 
coines @ paste. This is applied to the 
edges of tle china, which are pressed 
firmly together. 

1 tried it on my tray, and it worked 
like magic. The solutic is white, so 
that it does not show n«e ghie, and, 
best of all, it makes sucb a strung joint 
that they tell me that the article never 
breaks again the same place.—!’hiladel:
